I was Proserpine, in two pict- 
ures, Helen of Troy in five, CEnone in 
two Hecuba in three, Rachel in one. 
Minerva in four, Andromeda in one, and

Magnetic Oxide, 


It has long been known that rails of 


tracks in actual use oxidate much slower 
than those of dead tracks, but so far no 
satisfactory explanation has been found. 
W Spring, in The Bulletin of the Royal 
Belgian academy, shows that this is due 
to the formation of a coating of mag- 
netic oxide of iron under the influence ot 
humidity and pressure. 
In order to 


prove the correctness of this view, Mr. 
Spring has brought moistened rust and 
a clean plate of iron under a pressure of 
from a thousand to twelve hundred at- 
mospheres, whi 3h corresponds to that of 
the wheels of a locomotive of a thousand 
hundredweights. 
He found that the 


rust powder had penetrated the iron, and 
formed a coating of magnetic oxide.— 
Science.

THE OOTHAU OBATOB. 


Hon. Daniel Dougherty and His 


Lecture Saturday Night. 


Bon. Daniel Dougherty, the distin- 


guished Democratic lawyer and orator of 
New York, a member of the Tammany 
Hall political club, and a splendid look- 
ing man past 60 years of age, filled his 
engagement at the opera house Saturday 
night, delivering his interesting and 
highly entertaining lecture on "Orators 
and Oratory," under the auspices of the 
Decatur Lecture Course. He was intro- 
duced to the large audience with brief 
remarks by Hon. C. A. Ewing, and was 
received with manifest pleasure. 
He 


spoke for one hour and forty minutes, 
but he might have gone on for two hours 
longer without tiring his auditors, whom 
he held enthralled with his masterly de- 
scription, his vast fund of information, 
his pleasing mimicry of men of note, his 
clever stones, his laughable illustrations 
of his early experience as a struggling 
lawyer and political speaker, and his 
flights of eloquence which touched the 
hearts of all within the jiall. Mr Dough- 
erty devoted about thirty minutes to a 
presentation of the different types of 
oratory as seen m the pulpit, on the 
stage and on the rostrum 
He said the 


true orator must be a born orator, no 
learning or training can make him an 
orator. He must have the power to en- 
kindle in the hearts of his audience the 
lire which burns in his own—the power 
to sway and carry his audience with him, 
and at all times he must use common 
sense and reason 
Concluding the in- 


structive part of his lecture, Mr. Dough- 
erty devoted the remaining hour to illus- 
trations of the styles of speaking in the 
English House of Lords—Gladstone, 
Cairns, Lord Beaconsfield, Stanley and 
others. Then he turned to Shakespeare 
and the pulpit, in which connection he 
gave the audience un illustration of his 
own great power as an orator and advo- 
cate. Dunng the varied illustrations the 
gentleman was often interrupted by ap- 
plause. Hie peroration was a glowing 
tribute to the power of the truthful and 
conscientious press 


Mr. Dougherty is master of the En- 


glish language and is recognized as a 
{ifted orator wherever he is known 
He 


liad the honor of nominating Gen Han- 
cock for the presidency m 1880, and in 
1888 he placed Grover Cleveland in nom- 
ination at St Louis.
